I see no use for the people to get 
all worked up over the war situation 
and have a case of hysterics.

We 
cannot equip armies, build airplanes 
and battle ships in time to help the 
allies in this war, but possibly might 
get ready to help in the next war. 
This thing of going “ hog wild” 
over a situation that we should have 
been prepared for long ago is alt 
nonsense.
